The American Association of Com- 
mercial Artists has declared war to the 
hilt upon such German propagandist 
influence, as is manifested in American 


art utilized in advertising, booklets, 


posters, and other commercial printing. 
The organization's headquarters, which 
are in Chicago, yesterday announced 
the war following a meeting of a com- 
mittee appointed for the sole purpose 
of dealing with what the members 
deem a real menace to the nation and 
to the great body of native student 
artists. 

The organization has completed a 
survey, which has taken a year and 
which convinced the committee, whose 
membership represented every agsocia- 
tion of artists affiliated with the na- 
tional body, that the German school 
of commercial art has been one of the 
most effective means of propaganda 
developed by the Teutons.

SUPPORT FOR AMERICANISM. 

Senator Harry New's comment upon the presi- 
dent's message to the Russian soviets, pledging 
American aid to the cause of Russian freedom, was 
that it reaffirmed in his mind the nepessity of a 
permanent military policy in the United States and 
indicated the imperative need of universal military 

training. American policies need a strong nation. 
New is not a man of desperate enthusiasms, but 
ne has the knowledge developed by political thought 
and. ation. He would not wildly outrun the opin- 
fons of the people whom he represented and with 
whom he was associated. Years in political man- 
agement and office have given him the steady, clear 
perceptions which keep a sensible politician in 
touch with the people whose support is necessary

HERE’S THE SPIRIT THAT TAKES

THAT SPLENDID CAMP HOSPITAL. 
Sterrett, Ala., March 12.—[Editor of 


The Tribune. ]—The recent publicity which 
has been given to two or three exception- 


al cases of hospital neglect in army can- 


tonment camps is very probably a source 
of considerable worry to those who have 
a gon, husband, brother, or sweetheart in 
one of these camps. So a word from 
one who has had actual experience in 
the base hospital at Camp Grant may 
be of some help in allaying fears. 


I was in the hospital last October for 


about ten days with acute bronchitis, 
and a little later for about six weeks 
with pneumonia. During this seven and 
one-half weeks I was in two different 
wards, had three different doctors, three 
different sets of Red Cross nurses, and 
five different sets of ward men. At all 
times my every need was promptly at- 
tended to.

The 
nurses especially were anxious to help 
the men. And my experience was also 
the experience of every man who was in 
either wards eleven or seventeen while 
I was there.

ROSE STOKES NOW 


HISSED BY CROWD 


World Struggle Is for 
Capitalists, She 
Declares. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 17.—[{Spe 
cial.]—Rose Pastor Stokes astonished 
500 members and guests of the Wom- 
an's Dining club at the Hotel Balti-|. 
more last night by completely revers- 
ing her unqualified support of Amer- 
ica’s entrance into the world war. She 
declared she had returned to principles 
of “pure socialism.” 

America, Mrs. Stokes said, is in this 
war because our present economic sys- 
tem. which she called industrial serf- 
dom,” forced us into belligerency. 

As Mrs. Stokes proceeded and the 
real meaning of her phrases became 


to express open disapproval. Hisses 
were heard. When a United States of- 
ficer in uniform left the room a string 
of people followed him. 


Changes Her Opinion. 

“Some of you may be disappointed 
in what you hear from me tonight,” 
she said. “TI feel that I should tell you 
that the stand I took in regard to 
socialism shortly after America’s en- 
trance into the war is not the stand I 
take today. I have returned to the 
views I formerly held.” } 

Mrs. Stokes laid stress upon the be- 
ginning of the modern age of volume 
production—production by machines— 
and repeated her prewar views that 
the workers today are nothing more 
than “industrial serfs.” 


Her View of the War. 


“Surely there is not a capitalist or 
a well informed person,” She said, 
“who believes that this war is being 
fought to make the world safe for de- 
mocracy. It is being fought to make 
the world safe for capital.” 

If America had entered the war for 
the ideal of democracy, our armies 
would have gone to Europe when Bel- 
gium was ravished, or at least when 
the Lusitania went down, she declared. 

“But no,“ she continued, “we did 
not start to fight until our dollars were 
in danger. We had to fight, or revise 
our topheavy industrial system.” 

Her former stand in favor of Amer 
iea’s part in the war was only a by | 
product of war hysteria, she said.

Fire insurance men call attention to 
the fact that since the United States 
entered the war it has become cus- 
tomary to attribute almost every fire 
to enemy sympathizers. This has 
served to divert the mind of the public 
from the real causes of fire, and it 
has developed a certain s of care- 
lessness. 

Since the United States began manu- 
facturing munitions and equipment for 
the allies and later for our own troops, 
many of the industries have been 
pushed to the limit, machinery and 
men have been speeded up, there_has 
been no time for machinery to cool, 
litter.and rubbish have not been taken 
care of, new buildings and additions 


have been erected without proper care 


as to fire preverftion. Altogether the 
old causes of fire have been accentu- 
atell. ; 

Figures on Enemy Arson. 

The National Board of Fire Under- 
¥riters bas prepared some statistics 
calling attention to the misapprehen- 
sion. as to the part played by enemy 
jncendaries in the large fire losses of 
recent months. Since April 1 of last 


year there have been seventy-five |. 


fires of suspicious origin where the 
loss was $100,000 or more. In all 
these cases the people attributed the 
fires to alien incendaries. The na- 
tonal board, after investigation, finds 
that out of seventy- ver forty-two can 
be ascribed to definite causes not in- 


- cendiary. 


“There are four cases of known in- 


‘ cendiary loss. There are six of the 


Ares where the cause is unknown but 
the origin is suspicious. There are
